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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the amendment to the claims does not materially 
change the scope of the claim from what was presented before, so as to renderthe claims allowable. The Applicant once again argues 
about the reference temperature sensitive means not being able to simulate the temperature characteristics of the sensor element 
because Oda's reference means is a blind element that is responsive to the temperature of the sensor element but not to the temperature 
dependency of the infrared-to-electric conversion characteristics of the sensor element. As indicated before, this may be true, but the 
claim does not include this limitation. The claim merely asks that the reference means be able to simulate the temperature 
characteristics of the sensor element, which broadly read could mean the offset temperature of the sensor element itself, which the 
reference mean of Oda does. As such, once again the Applicant argues for limitations that are not present in the claims. 
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
